The story in which sixteen elephants emerge from the golden egg is just one QUEAPON 
version of Airavata's birth. According to the Puranas, Airavata was born to lravati, ENOUGH TO 
a descendant of Kashyapa. On the other hand, Mahabharata's Adi Parva describes š 
Airavata as being one of the gifts that emerged during the churning of the Ocean of 
Milk. In this version, although Airavata was born from Iravati, he went into the Ocean 
of Milk before it was churned and re-emerged during the churning, gaining his white 


colour in the process. 


Another legend says that Airavata helps the rain god by taking water from the 
and seas and giving it to the clouds, so that it can then be dispersed by Indra as rain.

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Gandaberunda, the two-headed unimaginable strength, sits majestically as 
the official emblem of the Government of Karnataka, Before the Karnataka 
government adopted Gandaberunda, the mighty bird was the royal insignia ofthe 
Wodeyars, a dynasty that ruled the kingdom of Mysore from 1399 to 1947. 


Images of this mythícal bird have been found carved on the walls of the Chenna- 
keshava temple in Belur, and on coins belonging to the Vijayanagara empire. Gan- 
daberunda is often depicted holding an elephant in each of its talons and is said to 
signify royalty and power. 


In another version of the story, it was Sharabha, and not Gandaberunda, who 
lost sight of his true mission and started destroying everything in his wake. 
Narasimha was then forced to take the form of Gandaberunda to curb the chaos 
Sharabha was causing.

he gods in Indian mythology have vahanas or vehicles on which they 
ride, These vahanas are their constant companions. They represent the 


strength and beauty of the deity and at times symbolise various concepts 
including those that are negative. The negative concepts are those that the 
gods are said to ride on and overpower. 

The more known among the gods and their companions 
are Vishnu and Garuda, Shiva and Nandi, Brahma and 
Hamsa, Indra and Airavata, and Ganesha and Moushika.

Kashyapa, one of Brahma's prajapatis, had two wives, Vinata and Kadru. Vinata 
gave birth to Garuda, and Kadru became the mother of all snakes or Nagas, including 
Takshaka, Vasuki and Ananta. One day, an argument broke out between Vinata and 
Kadru over the colour of Airavata's tail. While Vinata insisted that Airavata's tail was 
pure white, Kadru said that the tail had a few black hairs. (Another version says the 
argument took place regarding Uchhaisravas' tail.) A wager was placed between 
Vinata and Kadru to determine the truth. The loser would become the slave of the 
EL of her life. Kamadhenu is the caring and majestic mother of all cattle in the world. Once, on 
seeing how hard her children on earth were being made to work, she wept with 
sorrow. Indra saw her weeping and asked her what the matter was. She told him that 
her children were being beaten and overworked, which caused her great pain. 


Kadru did not want to lose. She went to her serpent sons and told them to suspend 
themselves from Airavata's tail so it would look like the elephant had black hair. 
Ananta and a few others refused to be part of this dishonest act. Enraged at the 
disobedience of her sons, Kadru cursed them. She said that they would die in King 
Janmejeya's snake sacrifice. Perturbed by his mother's curse, Ananta sought help 
from Brahma. Brahma told him to go to the netherworld and support Mother Earth | 
on his hood. Ananta readily agreed. 


Touched by her sorrow, Indra commanded the heavens to open and the rain to fall. It 
poured for days and the water made it impossible for the fields to be ploughed. As a 
result, Kamadhenu's children got some much-needed rest. 


The mighty snake carries the entire world on his hood, maintaining its balance! Kamadhenu is said to live in Goloka, a place above heaven, earth and the neth 1
